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EXPLANATORY NOTES 
1. New or Recent Changes in Presentation 


(a) Standard Regions, Conurbations, Urban and Rural Aggregates. 


All figures given for regions relate to the Standard Regions whose constitution 
is set out on page viii. 


Six conurbation areas were introduced in 1950 in tables showing Standard 
Regions. For the constitution and the list of conurbations, see Note 13. 


Urban and Rural Aggregates relate to aggregates of conurbations and of areas 
outside conurbations. The latter are sub-divided into (a) Urban Areas 
with (i) populations of 100,000 and over, (ii) populations of 50,000 and under 
100,000, and (iii) populations under 50,000 (for this purpose areas are allo- 
cated according to the size of their enumerated population at the 1951 
Census). and (5) Rural Districts. ‘“‘ Urban Areas” includes Boroughs and 
Urban Districts as defined under the Local Government Acts, and Rural 
Districts are as defined under those Acts. 


(6) Order of Tables 
The tables were renumbered in 1950 to form the following sequences :—Popu- 
lations—Tables 1 and 2; Serial mortality records—Tables 3—11; All areas— 
Table 12; Deaths by age—Tables 13-16; Cause analyses—Tables 17-23; 
Stillbirths and Infant Mortality—Tables 24-28; Infectious diseases—Tables 
29-33; Weather—Tables 34-36. See Table of Contents on page ii. 


(c) Change in Classification 
From 1950 inclusive causes of death are classified according to the Internat- 
ional Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death, 1948 
(Sixth Revision of the International List)*. 

Rates and indices for earlier years have been adjusted as far as possible to give 

comparability with those for 1950 and on. See Notes 4, 5 and 6 on pages 
vi and vii. 

(d) Deaths 
The deaths recorded are total deaths, i.e., including deaths of non-civilians 
registered in this country, unless otherwise stated. Deaths of non-civilians 
are not now shown separately. See Note 3 on page vi. 


(e) Populations 
The populations shown for local areas are ome popalations. See Note 2 
on page vi. 


(f) New and Revised Tables 
Table 20 has been suspended, and Table 21 has been enlarged to include 
a cause analysis according to the Registrar General’s Abridged List as well 
as the Supplementary Abridged List. The full details previously shown in 
Table 20 and also figures (based on the Abridged List, without age detail) 
for administrative areas not separately shown in Table 21, are available at 
the General Register Office, or can be supplied on payment. 


{g) Usual Residence 
In ail'tables Geaths are classified according to the area of usual residence of 
the deceased. The definition of usual residence for this purpose was modified 
in 1953, the main change being that persons dying in hospitals for the chronic 
sick and in mental and mental deficiency hospitals were in that year regarded 
as having been resident in the hospital. Such a change with regard to persons 
dying in accommodation provided under Parts III and IV of the National 
Assistance Act, 1948, had already been brought into effect during 1952. The 
method of classification of chronic sick hospitals for this purpose was slightly 
modified in 1954, and rates for a certain number of smaller areas may not be 
comparable with those for 1953. 
Areas where it is regarded as probable that the number of deaths has been 
appreciably affected by the opening, closing or change of use of certain ins- 
titutions, so that the figures are not comparable with previous years, have 
been marked §. 


(h) Notifications of Infectious Diseases 

Notifications of tuberculosis have for some years been recorded on annual 
returns submitted by local authorities to the Ministry of Health, and figures 
have been published in the annual reports of the Chief Medical Officer of the 
Ministry of Health. In 1954 for the first time weekly and quarterly returns of 
notifications of infectious diseases sent by Medical Officers of Health to the 
General Register Office were extended to include tuberculosis notification, and 
figures derived from the quarterly returns are now included in Tables 29, 32 
and 33 of this volume.

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2. Populations 


The estimates of population appearing in this volume and described as “‘ Home ”’ 
or “‘ Total’ populations- have the following content:- 


Home population—the population, of all types, actually in England and Wales, dis- 
tributed by area according to residence. 


Total population —the home population plus members of H.M. Forces belonging to 
England and Wales and serving overseas but excluding the Forces 
of other countries temporarily in England and Wales. 


The mid-1956 estimates of population, both national and local, have been based 
upon final figures from the full tabulations of the 1951 Census. 


3. Deaths 


The deaths recorded in this volome are those registered in England and Wales. No 
distinction is made between deaths of civilians and deaths of non-civilians, except where 
stated for past years in serial tables. 


Except in Tables 16 and 23 the deaths recorded are those registered in the calendar 
period, the time lag between the date of occurrence and the date of registration being 
usually only a day or two. In Tables 16 and 23 deaths are classified by calendar 
month of occurrence. 


In all tables deaths are classified according to the area of usual residence of the 
deceased—see also note 1(g). 


4. Causes of Death 


The classification of causes of death is that prescribed in the International Statistical 
Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death, 1948 (Sixth Revision of the 
International List), operating from the year 1950 in accordance with international 
agreement. Violent deaths are generally classified according to the External Cause 
of Injury, but the alternative method of classification by Nature of Injury (N 
codes) is also used in Tables, 7, 8, 18B, 18C, 19 and 27. The Abridged List used 
for separate areas in Table 21 is a modification of the International Abbreviated List 
and was adopted by the Registrar General in consultation with the Ministry of Health; 
itis extended by the Supplementary Abridged List in the same table. The list usedin Table 
19 is designed so that it can be condensed into either the International Abbreviated 
List or the Abridged List of Table 21 (see note at 1(f)). Table 18C employs both of 
the alternative classifications for violent deaths in the International Intermediate List. 


The 1948 International Classification, which was expanded to cover diseases and 
injuries as well as causes of death, differs considerably from the previous International 
Lists not only in scope but also in grouping of causes. In order to provide so far as 
possible continuity and comparability with past experience the following steps have 
therefore been taken:— 


(a) The 1949 experience has been completely reclassified according to the 1950 
procedure and the revised figures used wherever 1949 references appear in 
this volume. (The full figures for 1949, based on the new Classification, by 
sex and age have been published in the Registrar General’s Statistical Review 
of England and Wales for the two years 1948-1949, Text, Medical*.) 


(b) In the light of the dual classification experience for 1949, and of a limited 
amount of reclassification undertaken for earlier years, revised figures have 
been estimated so far as possible for each year 1940-1948, and have been used 
wherever references to these years appear in this volume. A series of foot- 
notes has been appended to Table 7 explaining any limitations or qualifi- 
cations attached to these estimates, and they should be borne in mind where- 
ever the relative causes are distinguished in other tables. 


Where more than one cause of death is mentioned on the Medical Certificate, the 
choice of the assigned cause is determined in the main from the statement of the 


certifier, and not by arbitrary rules of precedence. The practice in this respect is, 
in effect, the same as in years since 1940, and has now been adopted internationally.

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5. Death Rates 


The death rate for 1950 and on (except for Infant Mortality and Maternal Mortality) 
are derived from the total deaths registered in this country and are based on the home 
population, while those for 1940-1949 are derived from civilian deaths and populations 
(see note 2 on page vi). All death rates for years prior to 1950 have been revised so 
far as possible to the new method of classification. Death rates for years 1951 to 1953 
shown in this volume are in some cases slightly different from corresponding rates 
published in the Tables volumes for these years, because the estimated populations on 
which they are based hrve been revised in the light of final data from the 8951 Census’ 


The crude death rates for local areas in Table 12 (col. 14) may not be comparable 
one with another for two reasons; the populations on which they are based may have 
widely differing structure by sex and age, and they may include a disproportionate 
number of invalids where there are certain types of hospital in the area. Since 1953 
all deaths in mental and mental deficiency hospitals and most deaths in hospitals for 
the chronic sick have been assigned to the area of the hospital whether or not the 
patients had originall been admitted from that area. This practise increases the 
death rates for areas containing large populations in those types of hospital and (very 
slightly) decreases the death rates for areas containing no such population. With a 
view to eliminating differences between local death rates due to these two causes an 
area comparability factor is provided for each area in column 15 of the table. The 
product of the crude death rate multiplied by this factor is a rate which is roughly 
standardised for sex and age structure and also for the presence or absence in the area 
of hospitals for the chronic sick or mental or mental deficiency hospitals. A des- 
cription of the factor as it standardises for sex and age structure is given on page 57 of 
the 1954 Statistical Review, Part III, Commentary.* In 1956 the area comparability 
factors as described there have been adjusted so that they also spread the deaths and the 
populations in chronic sick and mental and mental deficiency hospitals over all areas 
of the country in proportion to the non-institutional populations. 


Infant Mortality rates are based upon the combined births of the associated and 
preceding year to which they relate, and Maternal Mortality rates upon live and still 
births occurring in the calendar year, except in the case of deaths from Abortion which 
are based on the estimated numbers of women aged 15-44. 


6. Standard Mortality Comparisons 


The method of calculating the Comparative Mortality Index was explained in the 
Appendix to Part 1 of the Registrar General’s Statistical Review for 1941. An alter- 
native notation of the formula will be found on page vi of Part 1 of the Review for 1942. 
This method has been used for the C.M.I’s in Tables 3 and 4. In Tables 6 and 9 
C.M.I’s worked on this basis have been adjusted so far as possible to the new method 
of classification. A certain amount of estimation is involved in this process of revision, 
and the resultant C.M.I’s can only be regarded as approximate. For this reason they 
are given to two decimal places only instead of three as in the past. 


7. Births and Birth Rates 
The births recorded are those occurring in the calendar year. 


In Table 12 births are allocated to the area of usual residence of the mother. Birth 
rates in this table have been calculated upon estimates of home populations. 


The birth rate area comparability factors and the ratios of the local adjusted birth 
rates to the national rate shown in columns 9 and 10 of Table 12 serve a similar purpose 
to those shown for death rates, as explained in Note 5 above. A commentary upon 
the factor and its use is given on page 30 of the 1954 Statistical Review, Part III, Com- 
mentary*.

8. Notification of Infectious Diseases 


Tables 29 and 31 and Tables 32 and 33 are based on notifications corrected fo 
subsequent amendments of diagnosis by the Notifying Medical Practitioner or by 
the Medical Superintendent of the Infectious Diseases Hospital. Non-civilians are 
included unless otherwise stated. 


9. Chang es in Boundaries. 


Areas which have undergone a change of boundary during the year are identified 
in Table 12 by an asterisk (*); Areas created during the year are identified by the sign 
() while areas abolished are indicated by the sign(+). Statistics shown for the year for 
such an area relate to the area as constituted in the respective parts of the year before 
and after the boundary change; in consequence the base population used in Table 12 
for the calculation of birth and death rates, which must be a weighted average of the 
populations for these two parts of the year, will differ from that included in Part (iii) 
tr Appendix B and Table 2 which relate to the area as constituted after the boundary 
change.
